And What Have You

CITY AND SCHOOL 
Elections Saturday 


During the past week or so a great 
many people have expressed an in­ 
terest in the operation of our city 
government and Saturday we will find 
out just how much concern they re­ 
ally have— Saturday is election day. 
If the past two or three years is 
any indication it is likely that we will 
see that there are a lot more people 
who like to talk about our city and 
school business than there are peo­ 
ple who are willing to take time to 
go vote. 
Checking back over the past three 
years, the biggest turnout of voters 
was 275 who voted in a contested 
school trustee election. Last year 
there were contests in both the city 
and school elections and only 250 
people took the time to vote. With 
3400 people in Hamlin surely there 
are more than this that should be 
concerned about our school and city 
affairs. 
A check with Louis 
Johnson, 
Jones County Tax Ass ess or-Collect­ 
or, reveals that there are 235 qual­ 
ified voters in the Hamlin East Box 
and 923 in the Hamlin West Box. 
While not all of these live within the 
city limits of Hamlin, most of them 
do. And most of these do live with­ 
in the school district as 
well 
as 
some others who live outside Jones 
County who can vote in the school 
election. 
I don’t know how many qualified 
voters we have that can vote in the 
city election but I do know that it is 
a whole lot closer to 1,000 than it is 
to 250. 
While it is a shame that no more 
than this register to vote, it is an 
even bigger shame that so few of 
these turn up at the polls. You just 
wonder sometimes why they go to the 
trouble to register. 
And this is not just a 
problem 
here. Last week in the school bond 
election in Abilene only about 8,000 
voted in a city of 90,000. And this 
was a record turnout. 
Naturally, our first concern is 
that you vote, but at the same time 
I hope that you will exercise your 
best judgment in making your decis­ 
ion. I realize that for some the cur­ 
rent problem with the police depart­ 
ment is of major concern, but I 
would remind you that you are elect­ 
ing men to serve you for the next two 
years that will be faced with many 
other decisions too. 
Among 
these problems will be 
where to get the money to do all of 
the things that the city must do to 
meetboth state and federal require­ 
ments. 
These men you elect Saturday to 
represent you on the City Council 
will be making decisions over the 
next two years that will determine 
how your tax monies will be scent. 
This past year the City Budget was 
$318, OOO and it is likely to get even 
higher in the next two years. 
And just because the men running 
for the school board are unopposed 
is no reason not to go vote. These 
men who spend many thankless hours 
solving your problems deserve at 
least a few minutes of your time to 
vote. 
Like others in town I have heard 
rumors of a write-in campaign in the 
city election. If there is to be one "I 
hope that the people involved have the 
courage to bring it out in the open 


a n d not make a whisper campaign out 
of it. The people of Hamlin deserve 
better than this. 
Let me urge you again — if you 
took the time to register, please take 
the time to vote. 


Sometimes I am amazed at the 
thinking in Austin. 
I note that the 
tuition of the students in some of our 
state schools is to be pledged to a 
building program for higher educa­ 
tion. They make this sound like new 
found money. I wonder where this 
money has been going to in the past 
whatever this purpose was, what are 
they going to do for money in the fu­ 
ture?

During the past week or so a great 
many people have expressed an in­ 
terest in the operation of our city 
government and Saturday we will find 
out just how much concern they re ­ 
ally have— Saturday is election day. 
If the past two or three years is 
any indication it is likely that we will 
see that there are a lot more people 
who like to talk about our city and 
school business than there are peo­ 
ple who are willing to take tim e to 
go vote. 
Checking back over the past three 
years, the biggest turnout of voters 
was 275 who voted in a contested 
school trustee election. Last year 
there were contests in both the city 
and school elections and only 250 
people took the time to vote. With 
3400 people in Hamlin surely there 
are more than this that should be 
concerned about our school and city 
affairs. 
A check with Louis 
Johnson, 
Jones County Tax A ssessor-C ollect­ 
o r, reveals that there are 235 qual­ 
ified voters in the Hamlin East Box 
and 923 in the Hamlin West 
Box. 
While not all of these live within the 
city lim its of Hamlin, most of them 
do. And most of these do live with­ 
in the school district as 
well 
as 
some others who live outside Jones 
County who can vote in the school 
election. 
I don’t know how many qualified 
voters we have that can vote in the 
city election but I do know that it is 
a whole lot closer to 1,000 than it is 
to 250. 
While it is a shame that no more 
than this register to vote, it is an 
even bigger shame that so few of 
these turn up at the polls. You just 
wonder som etim es why they goto the 
trouble to register. 
And this is not just a 
problem 
here. Last week in the school bond 
election in Abilene only about 8,000 
voted in a city of 90,000. And this 
was a record turnout. 
Naturally, our first concern is 
that you vote, but at the sam e time 
I hope that you will exercise your 
best judgment in making your decis­ 
ion. I realize that for some the cur­ 
rent problem with the police depart­ 
ment is of major concern, but 
I 
would remind you that you are elect­ 
ing men to serve you for the next two 
years that will be faced with many 
other decisions too. 
Among 
these problems will be 
where to get the money to do all of 
the things that the city m ust do to 
m eetboth state and federal require­ 
m ents. 
These men you elect Saturday to 
represent you on the City Council 
will be making decisions over the 
next two years that will determ ine 
how your tax monies will be soent. 
This past year the City Budget was 
$318, OOO and it is likely to get even 
higher in the next two years. 
And just because the men running 
for the school board are unopposed 
is no reason not to go vote. These 
men who spend many thankless hours 
solving your problems deserve at 
least a few minutes of your time to 
vote. 
Like others in town I have heard 
rum ors of a w rite-in campaign in the 
city election. If there is to be one I 
hope that the people involved have the 
courage to bring it out in the open 
and not make a whisper campaign out 
of it. The people of Hamlin deserve 
better than this. 
Let me urge you again — if you 
took the time to register, please take 
the time to vote. 


Sometimes I am amazed at the 
thinking in Austin. 
I note that the 
tuition of the students in some of our 
state schools is to be pledged to a 
building program for higher educa­ 
tion. They make this sound like new 
found money. I wonder where this 
money has been going to in the past 
whatever this purpos e was, what are 
they going to do for money in the fu­ 
ture?

F O R T Y - FIVE YEARS AGO 
(March 26, 1926)
